It was quickly realised by General Clements 
that it would be hopeless to offer resistance from 
his then position, and a general retirement was

A machine-gun was brought into action, and 
swept the hillside, while two Royal Horse and two 
Field Batteries poured in а shower of shrapnel. 
The fire could not be withstood, and the Boers 
began to fall back slowly, followed hard by 
Colonel Legge. That gallant officer was, how- 
ever, shot dead during the advance by a bullet 
through the head._ 


Boer Defeat at Vryheid. 


Lord Kitchener, in a despatch to the Secretary 
of State for War, states on Dec. 15— 

Further reports of attack on Vryheid on 
Dec. 10 state that fighting continued all day, 
enemy drawing off at 7.30 p.m., with a loss of 
100 killed and wounded. 

Our casualties were—Killed: Royal Lancaster 
Regiment, four men. Wounded, dangerously : 
Royal Lancaster Regiment, Lieutenant-Colonel 
J. M. Gawne and Lieutenant W. E. S. Wood- 
gate (both since dead) and nineteen men. 
Missing: Lieutenant Browne, Lancaster Regi- 
ment, and twenty-nine men. 

Colonel Blomfield, moving on Vryheid from 
Blood River on Dec. 13, drove enemy, estimated 
at 500 to 600 men, in confusion from Schieper’s 
Nek, inflicting heavy loss, and capturing a 
quantity of stock and arms. Our casualties 
were: Two men, Natal Volunteers, killed. 
Colonel Blomfield praises the conduct of the 
Natal Volunteers and police.

Force in Magaliesberg Range. 

Lord Kitchener, in a series of brief despatches, 
describes the reverse experienced by General 
Clements’s small force, on the Magaliesberg, on 

ес. 13. The 2nd Northumberland Fusiliers, 
Who occupied the hill, fought bravely till their 
ammunition was exhausted, when they were 

ken prisoners. They were afterwards released, 
When they joined the garrison at Rustenburg. 
Five officers and nine of other ranks were killed 
and a number wounded. General Clements's 
force returned to Commando Nek, and the 
General himself proceeded to Pretoria to consult 
Lord Kitchener. General Broadwood has gone 
to Rustenburg, and Oliphant's Nek has been 
reinforced. Тһе Boers have informed the British 

eneral that Joubert’s son was killed in the 
fighting. 

Lord Kitchener, 

in his despatch sent last Sunday morning, says 
the Boer force has divided into two, one moving 
South and the other west. 


General Clements's Column was 
Surprised 


(according to the Central News Pretoria agent) 
by an overwhelming force of Boers on Thursday 
іп the Magaliesberg range, and a grave disaster 
Was averted only by the -coolness and ability of 
the General. 

The left flank of Clements's right was held 
by Colonel Legge's Mounted Infantry Corps. 
The first intimation of the presence of the enemy 
Was their opening fire from the west into Legge's 
camp. Тһе mounted infantry promptly turned 
Out, and found that they were being attacked 
by a force dressed in khaki. The Boers closely 
resembled British soldiers. 

It afterwards transpired that they were com- 
Manded by Commandant Delarey in person. 

The attack upon Legge was most determined, 
but supports coming up from Clements, the 
enemy were finally driven back, having suffered 
Considerable loss. 

It was now thought that our camp was safe 
from further attack. But suddenly heavy firing 
Was heard from the camp of 


The Northumberland Fusiliers, 


Which was situated in a mountain-pass. Here 
the-attack was led by Beyers, who styles himself 
Acting Commandant-General of the Boer Forces.

This was carried out under a deadly 
fire at short range. For a time the position was 
of graye danger, but General Clements never 
lost his head, with the result that all the guns, 
ammunition, and stores were saved. Only some 
tents and personal equipments were abandoned. 

Ап effort was made to assist the Northumber- 
land Fusiliers, but it was too late. 

All Delarey's prisoners were stripped of arms 
and accoutrements and then released. They are 
now at Rustenburg. 

Lord Kitchener, in a brief despatch on Monday, 
reported that Captain Somerville and Lieutenant 
Stanton, Northumberland Fusiliers, were both 
wounded in the fighting on the Magaliesberg. 

Lord Kitchener_also said— 

“І have just read a report from General 
Cunningham at Rustenburg that the following 
prisoners captured on the Magaliesberg on 
Dec. 13 have been released and come in— 
2nd Northumberland Fusiliers, five officers and 
207 non-commissioned officers and men; other 
details, 103 non-commissioned officers and men. 


How Colonel Legge was Killed 


The Standard’s Special wired: At daybreak 
yesterday (Dec. 13) Colonel- Legge’s picquet, 
posted under a flattish spur of the mountain, 
about half a mile from the camp, descried what 
appeared at first sight a new force of British 
soldiers within eighty yards of them. They 
were dressed in khaki, and wore slouched hats 
with black ostrich feathers. 

The strangers were at once challenged. Their 
reply was а volley, which the picquet returned. 
The firing now became heavy, and the 400 Boers 
in khaki appeared likely to sweep the British 
post before them. 

By this time, however, Colonel Legge's 
Mounted Infantry and Imperial Yeomanry had 
been roused by the noise of the fusillade and the 
cry for reinforcements. They hurried to the 


soldiers who were among the company. 


In South Africa it had not only done that, but 
it had also brought the Empire together. He 
paid a warm tribute to the work of the Naval 
Brigade which served ‘with him. Loud cheers 
were given for the General, and for Commander 
Heneage and Chief Engineer Sheen, who were in 
Ladysmith, as well as for a number of returned 
The 
procession was then reformed, and the General 
was escorted to his residence, Antony House, two 
miles distant, where he received a warm welcome 
from the villagers. Тһе grounds of Antony 
House were illuminated under the direction of 
the electrical staff of Her Majesty’s ship Defiance, 
and the rejoicings were kept up toa late hour 
In the evening the streets of Torpoint were also 
illuminated. 2 


Lord Roberts's Return. 

We are officially informed that some alteration 
has been made in the arrangements for Lord 
Roberts’s reception on his return from South 
Africa. . 

Lord Roberts will arrive, with Lady Roberts 
and his daughter, in the Solent on board the

Mr. Goschen was first at the Poor Law 
Board (as the Local Government Board was then called), 
and then at the Admiralty. He was also employed on 
special missions in 1880, and remained a supporter of the 
Liberal Party till the Home Rule split in 1886. At the end 
of that year, on the resignation of ord Randolph Churchill, 
he was offered, and accepted, the post of Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, under Lord Salisbury. He retained that position 
till the Conservatives went out of office in 1892, and when 
they again returned, in 1895, Mr. Goschen once more took 
up the post of First Lord of the Admiralty, which he had 
held twenty-five years earlier. In Mr. Goschen's retirement 
to the“ gilded chamber“ he will be accompanied with the 
best wishes of the people of Great Britain, for his services 
hive been long and of signal merit. 


Sir Matthew White Ridley hasbeen also a popular 
member of the Lower House. When Mr. Speaker Peel 
retired, the Conservatives proposed that Sir Matthew should 
succeed him. Не was defeated by a narrow majority, and, 
partly in consolation, was given the office of Home Secretary 
when the Conservatives came into power in 1895. His dis- 
charge of the difficult duties that fall to thelot of the Home 
Secretary gave satisfaction that was by no means limited to 
his own party. He knew how to be firm, but also how to 
temper firmness with sympathy, so as even to win the affec- 
tion of the Irish members. He was, in а word, a typical 
English country gentleman of the old school, and the House 
of Commons will be distinctly the poorer by his promotion. 
His eldest son was recently clected for Stalybridge, so that 
his family will still have a representative in the Commons. 
This remark also applies to Mr. Goschen, whose son is 
the member for East Grinstead. It is understood that 
Sir M. W. Ridley has chosen the title of Lord Wensleydale.

bitter pill for France especially to swallow, for it is 
sufficiently obvious that the recent Anglo-Portuguese 
amenities are intended as a hint to апу imprudent Anglo- 
phobes who are impatient to unsheath the sword against 
either England or Portugal. King Charles and Queen 
Vietoria have exehanged most cordial greetings, and 
the King at the banquet referred to delivered a 
speech, the like of which has not been heard abroad 
for a very long time, for every sentence was intended 
to emphasise the warmth of а Continental nation's 
regard for England! We desire to cement indissolubly 
the ties which always united our small but glorious nation 
toits great and glorious ally," said the King, and such a 
wish, expressed by the monarch himself, must bind the 
two countries even closer together. Тһе Queen of Portugal, 
who recently saved a fisherman's life at the risk of her 
own, is one of the most beautiful women of her rank in 
Europe. She isa French Princess, being the daughter of 
Xhe late Comtesse de Paris. The King is 3 nephew of 
Queen Victoria. 
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The Duke of Cambridge has promised to preside, 
if possible, at the next anniversary dinner of the Society of 
St. George, of which the Lord Chancellor has accepted the 
vice-presidency. Sir Redvers Buller and General Baden- 
Powell have become honorary vice-presidents. 


The Duke and Duchess of York, during their 
trip to Australia, will pay a visit to the capital of every 
Australasian соіопу. At New Zealand the Royal party 
will call at both Auckland and Wellington. On the out- 
ward journey the squadron will stop at several ports, 
including Colombo and Singapore. Singapore will be the 
last stopping-place before Melbourne.

8. Ministers to have access to the Emperor at all times. 

9. The importation of arms and ammunition to be 
abolished. 

10. Theland and sea forts between Shan-hai-kwan, Taku, 
and Peking to be destroyed.

Gigantic Engineering Feat. — Once again the 
Nicaraguan Canal question is to the fore, and politicians 
on both sides of the Atlantic are watching with intense 
interest the possibilities — and the difficulties — of this 
wide - reaching proposal. Тһе upper portion of our 
Illustration shows the route of the suggested canal, 
and the lower portion a familiar scene on the San 
Juan River. It wil be remembered that the 
scheme was shelved by the American Government 
several months ago by the appointment of a Commission to 
consider and report оп the rival proposals for a canal from 
ocean to ocean. The question has recently reappeared, for 
Mr. McKinley has sent the repoit of that Commission to 
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route through Nicaragua be adopted. If then the United 
States Legislature сап be persuaded to accept its verdict, 
America will undertake the most gigantic engineering feat 
of the age. - 


' The Nicaraguan Canal scheme is of vast import- 
ance both to Europe and to America, and may be 
summarised as follows: In the Republic, which holds the 
broader part of the isthmus between .the Atlantie and 
Pacific, lies Lake Nicaragua, a sheet of wat г ninety miles 
long and some forty miles broad. The lake is 110 ft. above 
the sea-level, and twelve miles from the Pacifie and about 
sixty miles from the Atlantic. From the lake the river San 
Juan runs into the Atlantic. Across this river, about half- 
way up, a dam is to be made, which will render it navig- 
able to the lake; while from the dam to the Atlantic coast 
a eanal, with two locks, will be dug. Another canal, with 
six locks, will run from the lake to the Pacific. There will 
thus be about 64} miles of free navigation in the San Juan 
River, 563 miles of free navigation on the lake, 16 miles of 
excavation on the Atlante side and 11} miles on the 
Pacific, and there will also be ł-mile сЁ locks. In all the 
canal is to be 186 miles long, 35 feet deep, and broad in 
proportion, so that it will be open to ocean-going craft. 


The Oost is no bagatelle, for over £40,000,000 sterling 
is the sum estimated, and the work will take a decade to 
complete. То Americans the canal is of vital importance. 
It will bring them to the markets of 900,000,000 people, and 
will double their commerce between the Eastern Gulf and 
Pacific coasts. It will place the wheat grown on the Pacific 
coast 10,000 miles nearer. Liverpool, and San Francisco 
10,000 miles nearer New York. The coast cities will be 
influenced as the coast cities of Europe were by the ocean 
trade of Oriental countries. 


The Senate at Washington on Dec. 13, by a vote 
of 65 to 17, adopted the Davis amendment to the Hay- 
Pauncefote Treaty. This amendment gives the United 
States the right to fortify the canal. On the following day 
two further amendments were agreed to. One of these 
alterations embodied a declaration that the present con- 
vention supersedes the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty. Тһе other 
amendment struck out Article III., which provided that 
other nations should be invited to adhere to the treaty.

The Nelson Relics stolen from Greenwich Hospital 
were of untold value бо their owners—the people of 
Britain—ani1 to them alone. Our Illustrations’ include 
sketches of several of the historic articles. The actual 
medals worn by Nelson in memory of his victory at St 
Vincent on Feb. 14, 1797, when he defeated the Spaniards, 
and of the conquest оп the Nile on Aug. 1, 1798, when he 
defeated the French, were beyond price. Another unique 
specimen was the gold watch, with guard and seal, said by 
Captain John Paseo, of the Victory, to be “the identical 
wateh worn by Lord Nelson at the time he received the 
fatal wound іп the battle of Trafalgar.“ The coat 
and waistcoat worn by Nelson at Trafalgar were not 
stolen. by the thief or thieves, but the buttons were 
taken from the coat. Immediately beneath the strap 
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of the epaulette is a rent where the deadly bullet 


entered. Exceptional national interest attaches to the 
gold sword -hilt which was given to Nelson by the 
captains of the fleet present at the battle of the Nile. 
Upon it із inscribed : “ The captains of the squadron under 
the orders of Rear-Admiral Sir Horatio Nelson, K.B., 
desirous of te:tifyinz the high sense they entertain of his 
prompt decision and intrepid conduct in the attack of the 
French Fleet in Bequier Road, off the Nile, the 1st of 
August, 1798, request his acceptance of a sword, and, as 
further proof of their esteem and regard, hope that he will 
permit his portrait to be taken and hung up in the room 
belonging to the Egyptian Club, now established in com- 
memoration of that glorious day. Dated on board of His 
Majesty's ship Orion, this 3rd of August, 1798." Two 
hundred pounds have been offered by the House of 
Commons for the recovery of the stolen relies, and let us 
hope that they will be quickly returned. }

THE WORLD ОҒ PASTIME. 


RECENT INTER-UNIVERSITY 
CONTESTS. 


WNCE I last put pen to paper on behalf of the good 
old Р.Т.Р., the Cambridge trial eights have been 
decided, and the Universities have metin the annual 
football match at the Rugby Union game. With 
regard to the former, they had been delayed a week 

in consequence of examinations, and this prevented 
G. T. Western, one of last year's winning crew, from taking 

art. The trial was rowed over a courseon the Ouse from 

ittleport to the Queen Adelaide Bridge, about three miles, 
against a slight stream. As а raceit could scarcely have 
been bettered, and it afforded a thorough test of individual 
excellence, inducing a feeling of satisfaction in the minds 
of interested watchers. The display was, оп the whole, 
thought to be rather superior to that of the Oxonians, and 
certainly Cambridge, with Messrs. Brooke, Dudley-Ward, 
Gibbon, and Chapman available, have every reason to look 
forward to next term without despondency. 


The Blues at Football. 


А pleasant if somewhat overcast afternoon, and the 
expectation of a good match, induced very many to 
journey to the scene of the inter- University match 
under Rugby rules. Visitors to Queen's Club were 
very numerous, and most were mightily pleased, for there 
was а grand game to compensate even those who would 
fain have had the result different from what it was. 
Singularly, the way the play went was to be likened unto 
the way opinions had gone during the matches which led 
up to the all-important one. For a long time Cambridge, 
despite the comparative weakness of their halves, had the 
better of it. Indeed, when twenty minutes remained for 
play, the Light Blues' score was 8 points, their opponents' 
nothing. 'The'leaders showed superiority іп scrummage- 
work, though thc Oxford men did their best to discount the 
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effect of this advantage, and were finely assisted by their 
half-backs, who alike in defence and attack were remark- 
ably good. 'Then came a wonderful change, brought about 
by two brilliant piecesof play. In each case a try was gained 
and goals were placed by Swanston and Rogers, and these 
ten points gave Oxford victory. There із little doubt that 
Cambridge slackened a bit after getting their eight points, 
and that they did not really set themselves going again 
until Oxford held an advantage. Then it was too late. Cam- 
bridge had the best of the play, but lost one of the most 
memorable matches ever played between the Universities. 


North v. South, 

Played at Bristol, this match was not patronised so largely 
as might have been expected. Probably the attendance at 
the county ground did not number more than six thousand. 
Certiinly the morning was one of unpromising character, 
butinthe afternoon the weather proved delightful. Тһе 
match was satisfactory as a trial, but the sides were not 
sufficiently even to cause the play to be more than 
moderately exciting. Тһе South were much superior 
to their rivals in the matter of forward work, and before 
half-time, had practically made certain of the victory, 
which eventually was theirs by 18 points to 6. Perhaps the 
most interesting part of the game following the gaining of 
the North's second try. This was in the second half, and 
before the South had improved upon their half-time 
position. At times the play became very exciting, but it 
went much in favour of the South, who obtained a try and 
a dropped goal. After the match the English team to 
play Wales at Cardiff on Jan. 5 was chosen. The second 
match between North and South is to take place at West 
Hartlepool on Feb. 23. 


Richmond v. Coventry,
